The seven years of plenteousness 
were ended, and the seven years of 
dearth began to come, and the dearth 
was in all the lands, and even in Egypt, 
and all countries came into Egypt to 
Joseph to buy corn (xii, 53-57). 
One 
might infer from xii, 55, th a t some of 
the Egyptians rather disliked going to 
Joseph the Hebrew, and so appealed to 
Pharaoh, but he laid them low by say­ 
ing, 
‘Go unto Joseph; w hat he saith 
to you, do.” 
So it came to pass th a t in 
all Egypt, as it had been in the prison, 
whatsoever they did Joseph w as the 
doer of it (xxxix, 22). 
How like tile 
great truth concerning the Lord .Jesus, 
“Neither is there salvation in any oth­ 
er” (Acts iv, 12), and how searching 
and humiliating to human pride is the 
fact that if any who know of Him will 
not accept His free gift of Himself 
they cannot be saved! 
H ere is a great 
contrast. 
Corn had to be bought in 
Egypt, but Jesus C h rist having obtain­ 
ed eternal redemption by the sacrifice 
of Himself, gives it freely to “whoso 
ever will.” 
Jacob said to his sons, “ Behold, I 
have heard that there is corn in Egypt” 
(xiii, 2). 
Ile could not have heart! un­ 
less some one had told.

never heard of eternal life in^Christ be 
cause so few toll, or seem to have any 
thing w orth telling.
